(b) the land between Sunny Meadow Boulevard and the lands to the west be 
labelled Block 855 — Future Development; 


(c) Block 853 — Walkway be labelled with a width of 3.0 metres; 


(d) A 3.0 metre wide walkway be added over lot 553 from Street 19 to Block 581 
and be labelled Block 854 — Walkway; 


(e) Blocks 850, 572, 573, 738,and 737 where they abut Torbram Road shall be 
reduced in width to 4.5 metres; 


(f) Blocks 737,736, 735, 734, 733, 732, and 571 where they abut Sandalwood 
Parkway shall be reduced in width to 3.0 metres; 
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(g) Street 12 be increase to 20 metres in width where it abuts Torbram Road, as 
widened and Lots 273 to 283 be adjusted accordingly; 


(h) the divisions between Blocks 568 to 570 be shown as solid lines; 


(1) a portion of Lot 564 shall be shown as part of Block 581 such that the easterly 
side lot line of Lot 564 will be 2.4 metres; 


Qj) a portion of Lot 351 shall be shown as part of Block 581 such that the westerly 
side lot line of Lot 351 will be 2.4 metres; 


(k) a 15 metre daylighting triangle be shown at the south west corner of the 
intersection of Sandalwood Parkway and Torbram Road; 


(1) delete that portion of Block 735 where it abuts Block 741; and, 


(m) the “Schedule of Land Use” portion of the plan be revised to reflect the 
foregoing revisions.

The applicant shall agree in the Servicing and/or Subdivision Agreement to 
erect and maintain information signs in English and French at all major 
entrances to the proposed development advising that "Lack of Provincial 
funding for schools requires students to be accommodated in temporary 
facilities elsewhere." These signs shall be to the Dufferin-Peel Roman Catholic 
Separate School Board's specifications, at locations determined by the Board 
and erected prior to registration.

(b) "That the purchasers agree that for the purpose of transportation to 
school, the residents of the subdivision shall agree that children will 
meet the bus on roads presently in existence or at another designated 
place convenient to the Board." 


Prior to registration, the applicant shall execute a master school agreement to the 
satisfaction of the Dufferin-Peel Roman Catholic Separate School Board. 


The applicant shall erect and maintain signs at entrances to the subdivision, to the 
satisfaction of the Peel Board of Education, which shall advise prospective 
purchasers that due to present school facilities, some of the children from the 
subdivision may have to be bussed to schools, according to the Board’s 
Transportation Policy. These signs shall be to the Boards specifications, at locations 
determined by the Board and erected prior to the issuance of any building permits. 


The applicant shall include, to the satisfaction of the Peel Board of Education, 
the following warning clause, in BOLD CAPITAL TYPE, in any agreement of 
purchase and sale for lots and dwelling units on the plan entered into for a 
period of five (5) years from the date of registration of the plan:

Prior to registration, arrangements shall be made to the satisfaction of the Peel 
Board of Education, for the staging of development of the subject lands, in 
accordance with the availability of satisfactory school accommodation.

any grading that will affect drainage on TransCanada’s right-of-way, 
regardless of whether or not the grading is conducted on the right-of- 
way, must receive TransCanada’s prior written approval. Grading 
activities on the right-of-way will only be permitted when a TransCanada 
representative is present to inspect and supervise them. 


at least 7 days prior to any blasting, TransCanada shall be provided with 
an engineering report prepared by a professional engineer with a 
certification or specialist designation in blasting detailing the 
recommended charges and blasting methods, as well as recommendations 
regarding drill patterns; explosives and charges per hole; timing of 
delays; method, uses and type of matting; and the explosive agents to be 
used. Blasting operations must comply with requirements set out in the 
report and must be monitored for compliance. 


TransCanada’s right-of-way shall be seeded and conveyed to the City as 
passive open space or parkland (subject to TransCanada’s easement 
rights). 


Section 112 of the National Energy Board Act requires that anyone 
excavating with power-operated equipment or explosives within 30 
metres of the pipeline must obtain leave from the National Energy Board 
(NEB) before starting any work. To satisfy this NEB requirement, 
request for leave directly must be sent to TransCanada PipeLines with 
supporting information explaining how the work will be carried out.

i) only in conjunction with an apartment dwelling, an office, excluding a real 
estate office, a bank, a personal service shop, and a convenience store to a 
maximum of 15% of the total gross floor area. 


b) minimum lot width: 100 metres; 

c) minimum rear yard depth: 15 metres or 4 the building height, whichever is greater; 
d) maximum building height: 18 storeys; 

e) a maximum of 300 dwelling units of which 85% of the units shall have a maximum 


unit size of less than 93 square metres; 
f) minimum landscaped open space: 50% of the lot area; 


g) a minimum of 0.75 parking spaces shall be provided of which 0.25 spaces per unit 
shall be above ground; and, 


h) a 3.0 metre wide landscaped strip shall be provided abutting the lands zoned R1D — 
section 592 and along all street frontages except at driveway locations

Mrs. Diane Jacobi, 24 Nobel Place, advised that she has been a resident of Brampton for 25 years 
in an area that is zoned for single family units only. She is concerned about basement 
apartments/self-contained units that are built in single family dwellings that do not abide by 
policies and laws. She is concerned that these units are not inspected and do not meet the 
Building Code and/or Fire Code, they are built without permits, property taxes do not reflect the 
second unit or increase accordingly and parking is hazardous. She is also concerned that realtors 
are advertising homes with self-contained units that are not legally registered. She requested that 
Committee and staff urge owners to register the illegal basement apartments. 


Mrs. Marlene O’Donnell, 9 Dunwich Place, has also been in Brampton for 25 years and feels that 
owners of single family dwellings are being discriminated against. She is concerned that 
basement apartments lead to many problems and property values and standards will suffer. She 
requested that the tax structure be changed incorporate multi-family dwellings accordingly. She 
advised that our City is becoming over populated due to the amount of basement apartments and 
single family zoned areas cannot support this. She requested that the Fire Department and By-law 
Department inspect the illegal units.

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Ms. Gloria Garnish, 36 Redwing Court, concurs with the previous two speakers and addressed the 
issue of parking (ie. insufficient parking and safety concerns). She advised that she is concerned 
with the “Grandfather Clause” and asked staff for clarification. She also advised that the tax issue 
is a major concern because the City should be collecting more taxes on multi-family dwellings. 


Mr. Antonio Carvalho, 16 Berwick Avenue, commented on the issue of realtors advertising units 
that are not registered. He advised Committee that he is currently attempting to get his 
neighbour’s illegal basement apartment removed. He addressed his concerns with City procedure 
and the lack of communication within the various departments. 


C. Brawley, Manager of Land Use Policy, responded to inquiries regarding the “Grandfather 
Clause”. He advised that the NDP Government enacted Bill 120 which legalized the conversion 
of housing into two unit houses if required zoning standards were met; therefore, the rights of the 
municipality were taken away to not allow them. Subsequently, Bill 20 recognized the old units 
that were legal under the previous legislation and “grandfathered” the existing units created prior 
to November 16, 1995. He confirmed that there are approximately 10,000 —15,000 basement 
apartments in Brampton with only 900 of those units being legally registered. All but 20 of the 
900 registered units are “grandfathered” because they were built prior to November 16, 1995. He 
advised that the cost of registering a unit is $900 and he responded to inquiries regarding building 
permits. 


Staff responded to inquiries regarding building/zoning enforcement and manpower for 
inspections. Staff confirmed that it is recommended that all applications for new two-unit houses 
be processed by a rezoning application. This will restrict applications and would allow Council to 
deal with this matter in an open public process and would provide staff with an opportunity for 
more detailed assessment of each application. 


J. Metras, Commissioner of Legal Services & City Solicitor, confirmed that Council does not have 
the right to stop any applications currently at the Committee of Adjustment stage.

That prior to draft plan approval, outstanding comments and conditions of draft plan approval shall be 
obtained from the Region of and any required modifications to the subdivision plan or the inclusion of 
additional conditions of draft plan approval shall be undertaken; and 


That prior to draft plan approval, the applicant shall engage the services of an acoustical consultant to 
update and supplement the previous noise feasibility study to address the impact of all abutting land 
uses. The updated study shall recommend appropriate buffers, building setbacks, barriers, other noise 
control measures and warning clauses satisfactory to the City of Brampton based on noise source and 
grading information that is currently available. In this regard, revisions to the plan may be required, 
and/or means of mitigating noise at the point of source may be identified; and 


The study shall specifically address the noise impacts associated with the Peel County Game and Fish 
Protective Association and the applicant shall agree to participate in any noise abatement measures 
including on-site noise attenuation and/or costing. 


That subject to the results of the Public Meeting, staff be directed to prepare the appropriate 
amendment to the zoning by-law in accordance with section 4.3 of this report; and 


That upon approval by the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing of the Esker Lake South 
Secondary Plan as modified and the lifting of the applicable deferral area in the Official Plan, the plan 
shall be draft approved subject to the following conditions:

Mr. Diarmuid Horgan, Candevcon Limited, advised that he is generally in agreement 
with the staff report and will work with staff to finalize any outstanding issues with 
regards to the two applications within the Vales of Castlemore Secondary Plan. He 
highlighted issues of concern with regards to zoning on the commercial and townhouse 
blocks and sidewalks issues (i.e. architectural control standards). He is in agreement 
with the recommendations proceeding to Council. 


R. Bino, Manager of Development Services, Works & Transportation, responded to inquiries 
regarding the City’s sidewalk policy and advised that a survey is just commencing with the 
residents of different neighbourhoods to get their response and feedback. After completion of the 
survey, the new sidewalk policy report will be dealt with at the Works & Transportation 
Committee. 


Mr. Steven Wimmer, MBTW Landscape Architects, briefly discussed the structuring elements 
and concept plans of the Vales of Castlemore Executive Residential Community. He addressed 
the following two issues: (1) enclave entries and (2) proposed sidewalk locations (meandering 
trails vs. local roads).

Once written approval is obtained for the 
excavation request, the applicant shall notify TCPL at 1-800-827-5094 five 
business days before the use of explosives within 30 metres of the pipeline 
right-of-way limits. 


The owner shall not store any fill or building materials on the pipeline right-of- 
way unless written approval is obtained from TransCanada Pipelines.

Mr. Christopher LeTourneur, Thomas Consultants Inc., was retained by the City of Brampton, 
pursuant to Resolution C157-98, to provide input into the preparation of an appropriate revised 
entertainment strategy.

Mr. LeTourneur highlighted existing Urban Entertainment Centres across North America and 
locally, and their performance and impact. He offered comments on the market in Brampton, both 
short and long term, specifically addressing the First Gulf and Trinity Development proposals and 
future potential in accordance with planning principles and market trends. He suggested that the 
City of Brampton consider staying with its current position by regulating the size of the gross 
leaseable floor area for theatre space. Based on the North American trends for a City the size of 
Brampton, there should be a size limitation of 40,000 to 50,000 square feet for the theatres 
permitted in Regional designations outside the Central Area. 


Mr. Jeffrey Goldenberg, Fogler, Rubinoff, solicitor for Trinity Development, advised that his 
client will not be able to secure their tenant, Famous Players, with less than 16 screens. If the City 
limits the number of screens, Trinity will be proceeding to the Ontario Municipal Board on 
September 8, 1998. He advised that the actual theatre component of his client’s proposal is 
approximately 56,000 square feet. He requested that the recommendation be modified to permit 
Famous Players to proceed with 16 screens and that staff settle the pending board hearing. 


Mr. John Cutrazzola, Inzola Group, advised that the theatre proposal for downtown Brampton has 
been around since 1994, longer than any of the proposals before Council and prior to any studies 
conducted by the City or any other entity. He requested that the current applications be limited to 
10 screens and 50,000 square feet. 
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Ms. Lyn Townsend, Townsend Robertson, solicitor for Shoppers’ World Brampton, advised that 
her client got “caught up” in the interim control by-law which took away her client’s right to 
future entertainment uses. She advised that her client is prepared to accept a limit of 10 screens 
but advised that her client felt 50,000 square feet was not sufficient to accommodate this. She 
advised that her client is not appealing the interim control by-law and is prepared to work with 
staff and consultants. 


Bob Nutbrown, was present on his own behalf as a concerned citizen. He suggested that 
Committee and staff focus on the economic development of this community and advised that he 
supports development of the downtown and the economic development benefits it will have for 
Brampton. He is in support of capping theatres at 10 screens and 50,000 square feet. 


Mr. Neil Davis, Davis, Webb & Schulze, is in agreement that the floor space should be limited. 
He advised that market demands and policy objectives can still be achieved by limiting the 
number of screens to 10 at both the Trinity and Great Gulf sites. 


Staff and the consultant responded to questions of Committee, specifically addressing matters 
regarding gross commercial floor area. J. Marshall, Commissioner of Planning and Building, 
indicated that staff will review what should be included for square footage of theatres.

Ms. Lynn Townsend, representing Shoppers’ World Brampton, advised that her client is satisfied 
with a cap of 10 screens but is concerned about the floor space and number of seats. She 
requested an increase of 450 seats from 3050 seats to 3500 seats. This would allow her client to 
meet future market trends. 
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Mrs. Sheila Morris, 37 Wellington Street East, address the role and function of the central area 
and its revitalization. 


Mrs. Cramb, 37 Peel Village Parkway, addressed her concerns with regards to the central area 
objectives. She advised that she is not in favour of permission being given to Shoppers’ World 
Brampton for a movie theatre complex; however, she does support limiting the number of 
seats/screens on the Shoppers’ World site if necessary. She advised that she supports Brampton’s 
proposed plan to keep entertainment uses in the downtown central core. She addressed concerns 
with regards to traffic overflow and pollution. 


Mr. Cramb, 37 Peel Village Parkway, addressed his concern regarding the already approved site at 
Steeles Avenue and First Gulf Boulevard and does not see the need for another theatre location at 
Shoppers’ World Brampton due to the close proximity. He addressed potential impacts with 
regards to traffic congestion. 


Mrs. Judy Hendy, Hendy & Hendy, representing Monterey Park Holdings, the owners of Gateway 
Six, advised that the complex is a 25,000 square foot facility supporting six screens and 
containing 617 parking spaces. She advised Committee of the | acre of land which is vacant for 
future expansion. She advised that her client does not oppose the policy to keep theatres in the 
central area nor does it oppose any of the proposed centres. She requested that her client not be 
prohibited from expanding 2 to 4 screens and that it be treated equally to other centres. 


Mr. Neil Davis, Mr. Neil Davis, Davis, Webb, Schulze & Moon, representing Central Corridor 
Supporters, urged Committee to reconsider their permissions of theatre uses outside of the central 
area. He briefly discussed market analysis to the Year 2021 and advised of the overall goal of 
consultants and staff to improve and revitalize the central area. If more than 10 screens are 
approved at the proposed locations, it will not attract sufficient screen coverage in the central area. 
He commented on the issue of expanding the Queen Street Corridor to the east of Bramalea Road. 


Mr. Emrik Suichies, Emrik Suichies and Associates, advised Committee that the methodology he 
used was the same as the study conducted for the Great Gulf Ontario Municipal Board hearing. 
He advised that he based his study on the City’s population expectations and the projected 
fundamental changes.

He 
confirmed that both the Region of Peel and the City of Brampton have conducted traffic studies 
and counts as required and will continue to do so on a yearly basis; changes would be made to 
address concerns on the non-arterial roads, as required.
